Rowe, with whom he later be- 
gan his legal career. He also 
had three sisters ~- Mrs, Win- 
nnie Delle Byrd, Miss Zadie 
Rowe and Miss Margaret E. 
Rowe, 


He received his early edu- 
cation in the Elba schools and 
continued on to the University 
of Alabama where he gradu- 
ated from law school. After 
graduation, he returned to his 
home town to practice law, and 
except for this terms of mili- 
tary service and for several 
years he served as an Assi- 
tant Attorney General in Mont- 
gomery, he lived in Elba and 
gave freely of his time and 
talent to community service. 
For several years he also 
served as City Attorney. 


His connection with the Al- 
abama National Guard began 
with the organization of the 
114th Ammunition Train unit 
on Sept. 16, 1922. He assisted 
in organizing the unit and be- 
came the first commanding off- 
icer and served in this cap- 
acity for nearly 20 years. Un- 
der his leadership, the ded- 
icated men of the 114th Amm- 
unition Train unit soon gained 
recognition in the National Gu- 
ard and the first armory was 
built to provide better train- 
ing facilities. It was given 
the name Fort Charles L. 
Rowe in 1939, honoring him for 
his dedicated service and able 
leadership. 


Rowe was a veteran of World 
Wars I and IL During the se- 
cond World War, he served 
overseas in the European Thea- 
ter and was promoted to Ma- 
jor in September 1943. He 
died Oct, 26, 1959 and the ded- 
ication of the armory on Sun- 
day further honored his name 
and service.

DISSATISFIED? 

Are you thinking about sel- 
ling timber? The price is good 
now, and, of course, that is 
usually a good time to sell. 
How should you go about arr- 
anging a sale? 

Larkin Wade, Extension 
forester at Auburn, points out 
that a survey of forest Land- 
owners shows that most people 
when selling timber were first 
contacted by a buyer, The 
buyer offered a price, they 
agreed, and the sale was made, 
In most cases, there was no 
contract at all, The timber 
owner had no idea of the vol- 
ume he was selling. Most 
of the time the seller thought 
he had made a bad decision 
and suffered a financial loss. 
Maybe he did and maybe he 
didn't. The important point 
is that he thought that he was 
losing, and there ought to be 
a better way to sell timber, 

What is the most impor- 
tant thing in timber selling? 
The most important thing is 
to know what you are selling. 
You need to know the volume 
you have and the size of your 
timber. This is where the 
difficult part comes in. How 
can you tell how much you 
have? The best way is to 
contact a consulting forester, 
He will, for a fee, estimate 
your timber volume and, if ne- 
cessary mark the timber that 
you need to cut. He will al- 
so handle your timber sale. 

If you are just selling a 
small amount of timber, a good 
way is to invite a number of 
buyers to make you an offer. 
Get as many bids as possible. 

If you need help ia mak- 
ing a decision on how to 
handle your timber sale, call 
me at 894-5596 for more in- 
formation. Or you may want 
to call Wayne Roberts, 
the county forest ranger, who 
can contact the district forestry 
personnel to give you help,

At 
this time of the year the 
lab is crowded, It is rainy, 
andthe; business firms can- 
not spread the lime and delays 
occur making it less profitable 
for everyone concerned. 

Soil that needs lime should 
be limed as soon as practical. 
Every lime properly mixed with 
the soil will help insure a bet- 
ter crop the following year. 

Let’s make a drastic change 
in 1978! Resolve to get your 
soil samples in September and- 
early October. 


LAWNS 

Coffee County homeowners 
have beautiful lawns from Roe- 
ton to Kinston and from Pine 
Level to Enterprise. Well cared 
for lawns add several thousand 
dollars value to property. Some 
of the most attractive places I 
know of are attractive because 
of the care and placement of 
ornamentals plus lawn grasses. 

How can you have a better 
lawn at about the same cost? 
Start with soil fertility. Be 
Sure not to underefertilize or 
under-fertilize. How do youdo 
this? Simply take a soil sam- 
ple and have it analyzed at the 
laboratory in Auburn. The re- 
commendations they send you 
will be for three years. There 
is a $2 charge for analyzing 
the soil, but that is less than 
70¢a year. 

I urge homeowners through- 
out the county to get the soil 
Samples supplies from their 
agri-business dealer or our of- 
fice and send those samples in. 
And you can do it in 10 minutes,

CASH IN ON DOVES 

Dove season opens in Cof- 
fee County at noon, October 
7, 1978, and many hunters will 
be looking for places to hunt. 
If you feel you’re losing val- 
uable crops due to shelling or 
blown down stalks, this is how 
you can turn this loss into 
gain, Game management for 
hunting has been going on for 
years, but few farmers take 
advantage of the game they 
already attract-~DOVES, 

Properly planned and man- 
aged a farmer can obtain add- 
{tional cash from a 40 acre 
field of corn, grain sorghum, 
or peanuts, Each one of these 
crops are harvested at different 
times, and if you have all of 
these you can stagger your plan« 
ned hunting dates. The first 
week is a very big time and 
if you have two or three fields 
you can keep them busy. One 
man for every two or three 
acres is enough for safety rea- 
sons, In a 40 acre field the 
hunting load would be 20 peo- 
ple. The field could be hunted 
two or three times allowing 
5-7 days of rest time for the 
birds, and depending on the 
quantity of feed available. Hunt- 
ing more regular than that will 
force the birds to other fields. 

Many farmers are con- 
cerned about their liability and 
damage caused by the hunters. 
By having an organized 
hunt, you can lay down the 
rules and hold the hunters re- 
sponsible. An agreement can 
be signed at the beginning to 
hold them responsible and re- 
lieve the farmer of liability. 
This agreement can be simple 
but direct. Requiring the hun- 
ters to give their names and 
addresses on the form is going 
to automatically make them 
more concerned about their 
actions. 

The demand for places to 
hunt and fish are becoming 
greater. Many farmers and 
landowners are selling these 
privileges in the form of club 
membership. By doing this 
the landowner knows whothe 
members are and can screen 
and select only the most re- 
sponsible hunters and fisher- 
man, The club-hunter and 
fisherman tend to be more re= 
spectful of your land because 
he will be back again and 
again. 

Wildlife management can 
easily be applied toevery farm 
to bring in additional income 
through selliug of hunting and 
fishing privileges. If you are 
interested in this as second- 
ary income or you wish to 
just improve your wildlife pop- 
ulation on your farm contact 
your local SCS office in New 
Brockton at 894-6332.

Now is the time to ferti- 
lize, renovate, reseed, andim- 
prove pastures for a good 
source of economical feed for 
cattle, and for conservation, 
We are particularly keen on 
this right now because a well- 
managed pasture-- of all con- 
servation practices-- is one 
of the most effective means of 
conserving soil and water and 
keeping our streams and ponds 
clean, ; 

There are over 15,000 acres 
of pasture in Coffee County 
that are showing problems from 
insufficient management, As 
cattle prices are once again 
favorable, these pastures 
should be soil tested with 
lime applied as soon aS poss- 
ible and needed fertilizer ap- 
plied early next spring, Sub- 
soiling compacted pastures has 
proven to increase yields while 
conserving moisture. Areas 
that are washed should be 
treated by disking or chis- 
eling, liming, fertilizing and 
planting to the respective spe- 
cies of grass,

Hunting And 
Fishing Day Set 
For Sept.23 


Governor George C. Wal- 
lace has proclaimed Saturday, 
September 23 as ‘‘ Hunting and 
Fishing Day’’ in Alabama to 
coincide with the national ob- 
servance on that day. The 
proclamation cited the many 
contributions of Alabama’s 
hunters and fishermen to con- 
Servation, recreation and the 
ecoonomy, 

Gov. Wallace said these 
hunters and fishermen were 
responsible for the founding 
of a very progressive fish and 
wildlife agency in Alabama in 
a reference to the Game and 
Fish Division of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Na- 
tural Resources.

IN DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 


Opelika businessman Fob 
James has won the Democra- 
tic nomination for governor 
and according to experts will 
have little trouble winning the 
November election against Re- 
publican Guy Hunt. James de- 
feated Attorney General Bill 
Baxley Tuesday in the run-off 
after leading the ticket onSept- 
ember 5. Returns were tabu- 
lated earlier in the run-off 
than in the first primary and 
Baxley conceeded at 8:30 Tues~ 
day night, while James was 
more reserved and waited un- 
til after ten to acknowledge 
he had won the nomination. 
Coffee County voters gave 
James 58.44% of the vote this 
week after voting him over 40% 
of the total vote in the first 
voting that selected the can- 
didates for the run-off, 

Fellow Auburn graduate 
George McMillan, a Birming~ 
ham lawyer and member of 
the Alabama Legislature, won 
the race for Lt. Governor. He 
earned his law degree in Vir~ 


ginia after first getting a BS 


degree at Auburn where his 
father was an employee of the 
extension service. ‘ McMillan 
defeated fellow State Senator 
Bert Bank in what was pro- 
bably the cleanest of the state- 

wide races. While both 
men worked hard for the el- 
ection, neither dipped tothe le- 
vel of any of the other can- 
didates to dig up mud to sling 
at the opponent. McMillan also 
curried Coffee County andcare 
ried it with a 54% vote. 

Coffee County voters also 
voted with a majority of Ala- 
bama voters on the two U. S. 
Senate races, supporting Done 
ald Stewart and Howell Hef- 
lin, Stewart overcame a lare 
ge lead to defeat the widow 
of the late Jim Allen while 
Heflin withstood a strong bid 
by Representative Walter Flow- 
ers to win by a heavy mar- 
gin. Heflin polled 70% of the 
vote in Coffee County while Ste- 
wart won by about 58% locally. 
Both face strong Republican 
opposition in November. 


Mobile District Attorney 
Charles Graddick slammed the 
jailhouse door closed enough 
to lock up the Attorney Gen~ 
eral’s office. Since there is 
no Republican opposition, his 
nomination means election. 
Graddick also carried Coffee 
County as well as the state. 
He polled over 70% of the Cof- 
fee County votes on his way 
to winning the nomination over 
State Senator Joe Fine who 
barely squeaked into a rune 
off by a few thousand votes

Coffeee County voters 
supported Charles Gaddy, a 
young Montgomery man, whose 
name closely resembled the 
‘*slam the door’ attorney gen- 
eral candidate.

Commissioners Ponder Possible Tax Problems

ssion met on Monday, Septem.

Elba, and was forced to move 
the meeting to the courtroom 
to acccomodate a large group 
of visitors present to hear the 
problems that will be faced 
if the Ad Valorem Tax Relief 
bill passes on November 7. 
The visitors included various 
City and County officials. 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer opened the meeting by 
saying, ‘‘We’re here to talk 
about the problems we'll face 
under the proposed tax plan.’’ 
Tax Assessor Mack Mc- 
Kinney told the group, ‘‘ Every 
county in the state faces the 
Same problems we do, If the 
bill is voted in on November 
7, the county will get no ad 
valorem tax, The lawmakers 
didn’t forget much and ruined 
a good system that gave good 
Service to the residents of Cof- 
fee County. I took office in 
April and because of a Fed- 
eral regulation passed in May 
I had to completely re-work 
the tax system. If the peo- 
ple vote in the tax plan I don’t 
see how ounty can oper- 
ate. The uts will be 10% 
on business and auto taxes and 
5% on farms, homes, etc. Pm 


go back to work!’’ 

Tax Collector Maxwell Ree- 
ves passed out a detailed tax 
study of the tax structure in 

- Coffee County and the figures 
revealed that if the tax pack- 
age is voted into law by the 
people, the tax money used by 
the county to provide services 
will be decreased by 37%. This 
loss will be absorbed by both 
city and county government. 
For example, last year a total 
of $115.34 in taxes was set on 
property valued at $4140. Under 
the Tax Relief Bill, the tax 
would amount to $72.56, 

County Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell stated, ‘‘The county 
property tax will be cut by 
43% if the bill is passed, and 
the bill also provides a tax 
credit retroactive for overpay- 
ment. This means that next 
year the county would face the 
impossible task of operating 
with only 14% of its present 
funds. We can’t do it?’ 

County Attorney Joe Sawyer 
gave the groupa small ray of 
hope, stating ‘The bill's le- 
gality isalready beingtested 
in court. Fm _ not saying 
whether the bill is good or 


bad. Im simply questioning 
its constitutionality.’’ 

Mr. Jack Rutland, Supt. of 
the Enterprise City Schools, 
said ‘‘If you cut taxes you 
also cut services. Our schools 
in Coffee County are amongthe 
best anywhere, but there is no 
way you can serve the students 
as well as we have if there is 
a 33% cutback in funds, I will 
go on record as saying it’s 
a stupid bill!’ 

Mr. Elmer Taylor, Supt, of 
the Elba City Schools, stated 
‘*Before November 7 the ele- 
cted officials and all interes- 
ted parties should combine their 
efforts and inform the people 
on the bad effects of the law.’’ 

Elba Mayor Robert Fol- 
som gave a simple solution if 
the cutbacks are made by say- 
ing, ‘‘You'll just have to tigh- 
ten your belts and keep going. 
The City of Elba is paying 
its own way as it goes, so, 
it can be done.”’ 

Before dismissing the 
group, Judge Sawyer presented 
it with another problem. 

Former Tax Assessor 
Fred Donaldson alleges the 
county owes him $16,000 for 
services when he conducted the 
tax re-appraisal plan. The ex-' 

tra pay would cover his per- 


sonal loss incurred by having 
to hire additional help, The 
county commission hasn’t de- 
cided if any money is owed 
and if so, how much,’’ Attor- 

ney Joe Sawyer told the group. 
“The money will affect the var- 
ious agencies funded by the 
county as the commission would 
like to know your opinions,’’ 
| Tax Collector Maxwell 
Reeves stated, ‘‘Pll take a 
stand in defense of Mr. Don- 
aldson, I had to pay $4000 
out of my pocket and I realize 
how much more help he had 
to hire. I think he should be 
reimbursed,”’ 

Enterprise Mayor Don Don- 
aldson said, ‘I think all city 
officials and agencies would 
concur that you work it out 
and if it means cutting a 


small amount of our funds we’ re 


willing. What's right is right!’’ 

Elba Mayor ’tobert Folsom 
Stated, ‘‘if he can document 
the claims ther pay him what 
he is owed. But, just don’t 
pay the man off!’ 

Present Tax Assessor Mack 
McKinney said, ‘‘This office 
is not a money making pro- 
ject. fFve been in office for 
7 months and it has already 
cost me money.’’ 

The commission took noac- 


tion on the controversial issue 
and made no promise to take 
action in the future. 

In an unexpected move, the 
commission voted unanimously 
to give the Food Stamp office 
60-days to vacate the county 
owned building it now uses, The 
state earlier had reported it 
would pay rent for the build- 
ing, but the check received was 
in the small amount of $25.96, 
The commission felt the check 
was not sufficient and voted 
to send the check back and 
evict the Food Stamp program. 

County Engineer Leslie Mu- 
llins discussed swapping Co- 
unty Road 14 between Ino and 
Alabama Hwy. 27 for Alabama 
Hwy. 134 between Ino and En- 
terprise.
